"By way of this letter the debtor is informed that the trustee may grant non-judicial relief from the automatic stay as 
to the property UNLESS THE TRUSTEE IS NOTIFIED IN WRITING WITHIN 15 DAYS AFTER THE 
SERVICE OF THIS REQUEST THAT THE DEBTOR OBJECTS TO SUCH RELIEF. Such relief shall constitute 
a termination of the stay provided by 11 U.S.C. §362(a) and will permit this creditor to foreclose his lien or security 
interest by repossession or as otherwise provided by law." 

Objections to non-judicial relief from the automatic stay, unless made at the meeting of creditors, must be in writing, with a 
copy simultaneously served on the debtor, requesting creditor, trustee, and their respective attorneys of record. The objection 
must be post-marked by the 15th day after the request was served, and received by the trustee within 20 days, or the trustee 
may grant the request. 

If the trustee receives a timely objection from the debtor, the trustee shall not grant non-judicial relief or consider repetitive 
requests by the same creditor unless the debtor withdraws such objection in writing. 

The trustee will grant non-judicial relief from the automatic stay if the above requirements are met, the debtor either does not 
timely object or stipulates in writing to such relief, and there appears to be no equity in the property for the benefit of 
creditors. 

Signing of LBF #750 by the trustee, granting non-judicial relief, shall constitute a termination of the stay of an act against 
such property under 11 U.S.C. §362(a). The trustee, however, shall not be deemed to have abandoned his/her interest in the 
property, nor have waived any other rights as to the property. Any non-exempt equity in the property remaining after 
disposition shall be immediately returned to the trustee. 

If either the trustee or debtor(s) will not agree to such relief for any reason, you must file a motion for relief from stay under 
§362(d). Instructions and forms may be obtained from the court’s web site at www.orb.uscourts.gov.
